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PENANCE NOT OPTIONAL. 

The penance that is imposed upon us during the holy 
season of Lent is a wonderful manifestation of the benignity 
of God. It is the benignity of God that has saved us and it is 
the benignity of God that leads to penance. He praises pen- 
ance because He knows that we cannot be saved without it. 

The season of Septuagesima taught us how to tremble 
at the voice of God’s anger. We have found that “the fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” Because we have this 
holy fear, fear that is born of love, we now enter into the 
spirit of penance. After our Lord received baptism from the 
hands of John, the Holy Ghost led Him into the desert that by 
His example He would teach us a lesson of supreme import- 
ance. In the rugged mountain, not far from the Jordan, 
commanding a view of the fertile plain of Jericho, within a 
cave of the wild rock. the Son of God enters. He has no food 
wherewith to satisfy the pangs of hunger. The barren rock 
yields no drink. His only bed is a stone. Here He spends 
forty days and not until their ending will He permit the 
Angels to visit Him and bring Him food. 

Our Savior goes before us on the holy path of Lent. He 
bore all its fatigues and hardships, so that we might have His 
example in following the narrow way of our Lenten penance. 
The law of penance for sin is made plain to us. The first 
words that our Lord spoke after He came out of the desert 
were addressed to all men: “Do penance for the kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand.” ‘“Uniess you shall do penance, you shall 
perish.” This penance must be not only contrition of the soul 
bat mortification of the body. The sou! has willed the sin, but 
the body has frequently co-operated in its commission. We 
are creatures composed of body and soul and both must pay 
homage to their Creator. Our body will share with our soul 
the delights of Heaven or the torments of hell. No life can be 
thorgughly Christian and no penance can be thoroughly ear- 
nest in which both body and soul do not take a part. 

At the dawn of this holy season of Lent we should ask 
ourselves some pertinent questions. Have we sinned? Have 
we ever done worthy penance for our sins? Have we ever 
done anything that even approximates a worthy penance? 
We might go further and say—have we done any penance at 
all? Are we ever going to do penance? When are we going 
to begin? It is strange that we have such a strength to go 
through great fatigues when our own self love is to be grati- 
fied, but we are too weak for bodily mortification. How are 
we ever going to make expiation for our sins if inconvenience 
keeps us from doing penance? We may not be obliged to the 
strict law of fasting. We are obliged to the law of mortifica- 
tion. We sometimes rejoice that we are dispensed from the 
law. Had we the right kind of faith we would grieve and feel 
humiliated that we were unable to join the rest of the faithful 
children of the Church in bearing the yoke of Lenten dis- 
cipline. 

That peace of conscience which is
